On the way 
down here he imagined he had been over- 
ch:rged for his baggage, and took all the 
torrels, combs, etc , in the sleeping car, 
and put them in his valise. The porter 
found the things in the valise, but left 
them alone. Mrs. Belton soon found 
them, and returned them to their place. 
A railway detective followed them here. 
Belton got employment with a sewing-ma- 
chine agent. When he was fined,she pawned 
her jewelry to pay it.
